Anything short of 
this Is not religion; but on tbe other 
band any form of religious faith has this 
power If only it Is sincere. Back of all 
theologiosl dogma, back ot all church 
tradition, le the eternal basis of true re¬ 
ligion—faith In a " Power, not ourselves, 
that makes for righteousnessa Power 
that In the first place awakens us to the 
consciousness of Itself, and at all times 
uaes our Uttle Uvea in the manifestation 
of Its own greatness. 

Bnoh a faith needs very little of thw 
mass of doctrines with wblob the church 
weights Itself. It works Ri spite i>f 
rather than because of them. - And with 
aueh faith to bta heart tt mattara not at 
all what formula a maa usek In express¬ 
ing It, nor whmt kind of n Christian he 
c al l s himself. 

The comment aroused -h# each an ac¬ 
tion as Professor Hale's'goes to prove 
that with all our boast of broad and 
large-hearted Qhrtstlaotiy. that spirit to 
not yet as petfeetiy developed as It 
onght to be, and as It will he some day.
